The Dang:er Ahead. 

Stuart Uttlcy. an English workingman 
who has been visiting this cimntry. says, 
lu aij article in the New* York Inin Age, 
that he im.h*s here Indications of a eoufli<*t 
“such ns the worl«l has never seen be¬ 
fore.” Ho writes: 

“The disorganization of lol/or is n mat¬ 
ter of renr serious moment to the l.’uited 
States. l>nring the last great engineer¬ 
ing strike in Englnml, when over 
men were out for six months, not a shot 
was fired. There was not a single riot, 
very little disorder, and when cltoae 4 l it 
left S 4 rarcely any ill-feeling. The fact 
was that being well organized they were 
under goo 4 l discipline, and being fairly 
well provided with tbe mcaoB of subsist¬ 
ence, were not driven to the desperation 
of starriug men, hence they were eiiable<i 
to rely on a passive resistence. One has 
only to ask what would have been the re¬ 
sult iu the United States of a prolonged 
strike iu one of the leading industries 
wherein a great majority of the men 
were without any uieaiis of aubsisteuce 
and nuder uo proper eontrol. As one 
who fans had n long and vari 4 * 4 l experi-! 
ence of n) 4 -u and things, I should tremble' 


for tbe result, and to every mind In this 
directioo lies one of the serious dungera 
to America’s future. Iu Great Briuio 
orgaulsed capital sod tabor are both s^- 
ficTently rtroug to respect each others 
opluloua and to lend a wllllug ear to the 
voi<« of 4 * 00011101100 , but from what 1 
saw and heard in tbe Btatiw organised 
capital is the giant, and organized labor 
the dwarf. It Is pretty much the same 
In industry as iu other domains of hu¬ 
man enterprise—history repeats itself. 
In the early days of Britisli industry, 
when labor was unorganized, riots and 
disorder were frequent. , , .

cun he (huie Or. a humane duty toward those in distres.s. 

Free eilucatlon is essoiitial 19 a high eivllization. Free hooks are ns much 
part of fn*e education its free t ‘ochers nnd free schoolhous-w. The Social Dean . 
oeratU* party demands, that IBooks and stdiool utensils he furnished free to all': 
pupils attending the public schools. 

THE QUESTION OF TAXES. 

This imturnlii lead* tis to the question of taxes. The report of Tax <Joh 

t tission4*r Brown shows that over $iX),(K)0,00(} of the property of eorp4>niitioDs ai*^ 
ot taxed in this city. If these (^rporatloiis bore their share of taxes figuiodii 
even ot the present valuntioD—the taxes Of ali citizens could be retJuced 20 pe#^ 
C4*nt. and then* wonhl still 1*4* over a uiilUou and a quarter more every year 
th4* city treasury which etmid bo used for public improvom4*nls of all kinds. 

FOR THE PUBLIC WEAL. 

Puhlie health also re4ni)n*s more public baths nnd a system of public Btr«l 
chisels such as is found in Euro|H‘tta cities. Public health also demands an *.*xt«6- 
si4*u of the fn*i* metlienl service. At the pn-sent time, many a disease, aud ewil « 
epiilemies. gel ihe*r origin from tbe fact that ro^r people shrink from coiiauldM * 
a ]ihysieian lK*eaiise of the eX|M*nse, until it is too late. , 

While we r4‘alize that pauperism and prostitution are the legitimate out- ‘ 
growth of tin* pn*seiit system, which submerges the lower stratum of the proto-J 
lariat. U is well known that certain wealthy citizens derive profit from liegrado-H 
lion through the rt*nl of 4jld rookeri<*s. which are a menace both to public moroli'z 
nnd the piibln* henitli. We tlemand that all slum property be t^oudemutnl and ibt j 
ground cleared by Ihe public nulhorilins. and that, when* advisable, tin* spacoi 
M* eb'Mrt'fl Ik* devoted to o|>en air gymnasiums or for pork pun/oaes. 

Ihe city ouglit to afford the protection of the law to such of its citizen;/ fc-. 
are uiiiible to afford it themselves, by 4?aiipIoying (or appointing) a sulflcient? 
number of public nttonmys. who should conduct just cast*s of the i>oor free 
oust to lluMu. At prc.*eiit the poor know of the law only when Ihev feel Its ^ 
enishing efftet, A |>4K)r |h “son tvith a just catise hns no stamliug in the eouitlJ 
unless some lawyer is promlstMl n big share of the proceeds of the case; if thcreg 
are no prootnis the .poor person has no means of defense at all.
